Grant that tlio Indian 
troubles on tbe plains were greatly uxuggerat 
ed, that no organized party bad sustained 
loss, that no sniall bands of Indians wore 
roa 1 ing about utualing. aud that no trouble 
was apprehended. The Puwdor rivei roail lo 
Montuua is infestod by Indians, who are daily 
commtiiing tbo uioai taatlal depredations, 
and lor a distanoe of seventy miles between 
I'uvvde.r river and Fort Laramia there is 
iiurdly a mile Ihut has not its newly nmdo 
grave lo tell of u recent murder, liotween 
tho '22d und 28lh days of July, filly lueu 
were killed und suvon wounded by Indians 
upon Ihe road meniioued. Included in thcso 
wuio eight men lost on the 24ih ui July by a 
party that has Just utrived. Partius ol ooly 
SIX men have in somo oases been compelled 
tu hgbt uguinsc ten times their number ot 
savages, and no one is sale unless traveliii 
in a tram of a hundred men or more, Tho 
Indians are upon the war path in good ear- 
nest, and with their sabres, rovulvurs and 
rifles, just obtained Irom the treaty oouucil 
at Fort Laramie, are determiued to close the 
Powder river ruutu. Tbeio oio only 250 
mounted men at Port Rene, aud the troops ui 
t''oit Larmnie aro not stroug enough to 
lake the olleiisive. The linJiaos know ihis, 
and hence proceed with tho utmost boldness 
10 tho stealing of stock by the wliole^ale, to 
the burning ol trains and to ihe murder ol 
oiuigranls. Th. noolu CO red men engaged 
lu these atrocities are mustly Sioux, but tho 
Atrapaboes and Ubeyennes are by no means 
guiltluss. Oui space will not permit us to 
lurnish lull details to day, but we give tho 
names ol a ii irliiiii of Ihosu murdered: Liout 
Daniels ol Uio iHlh United States Voluii 
leur.s, was pierced by 27 arrows, scalped, liis 
liuiids and leel cut oil, and Ins body horribly 
mangled.
